The Will For Freedom 


There is a rule in business which could be turned 
to good purpose in Washington’s dealings with foreign 
powers. In any transaction of importance contracting 
parties declare they are ready, willing and able to 
live up to their obligations. 


This Is more than a declaration of good Intent, 
which is vital, but also an affirmation by those who 
are parties to the transaction that they are not only 
ready and willing, but also able, to carry out its 
specifications. 


Preliminary to an ambitious program to rearm 
Western Europe, it is widely demanded that the 
nations involved should first make a declaration of 
their intentions. There is considerable doubt that they 
ran be fully relied upon to offer stiff resistance to the 
spread of communism. 


Before the United States spends more billions in 
Europe; there should be a guarantee European nations 
are willing to help themselves to the fullest extent 
possible. 


The U. S. c a n provide armament and -troops, but 
unless there is complete cooperation by the spirits of 
determined peoples, all that would come of it would 
be another Korea. Europeans must have the will for 
freedom if they are to escape the menace of 
communism. 


Ruined By Relief 


Canadian Eskimos are reported to be enjoying one 
of the most prosperous winter seasons in recent years. 
From Ottawa comes word that the caribou are on the 
move, and the government relief checks arrive on 
schedule every month. 
Nanook of the North is not the man he used to 
be before the Canadian government put him on relief 
and started giving him up to $8 a month for every 
child under 16 years of age. Those with large families 
are enjoying such prosperity ther£ no longer Is need 
to depend upon their own initiative and effort, as they 
did before relief came. 
* Sometimes in years past the caribou, the principal 
source of Eskimo diet, failed to appear and things 
were tough for Nanook. But the caribou are to be 
founi in all sections of the country, relief checks are 
coming through, and it looks like a fat winter for 
the Eskimos. 
In many respects the relief program has been 
harmful to these simple people. Many are no longer 
content with such simple food as caribou meat and 
whale blubber, but have shown a taste for the white 
man’s diet. Crime Is on the increase where formerly 
It was practically unknown. Drinking has become a 
serious problem for the authorities. 


The sturdy individualist of the North is on his 
way out, and .seems destined to become more and more 
dependent on the white man’s dole. 


Fell Into Trap 


Many Allied military leaders were fearful of 
trouble with Russia as long ago as World War II, 
when the Russians refused to permit American mili­ 
tary observers to go to the Russian front and interned 
U. S. fliers who landed on Russian soil after bombing 
Japan. Washington at the time was making every 
effort to strengthen the Soviet government economic­ 
ally as well as militarily. 
It is recalled that General Patton, soon after the 
fall of Berlin, in an address to his troops, told the men 
to banish the idea World War II had been a war to 
end war. He told the troops they would be fighting 
Russia within 10 years. 
General Patton was taken to task by leftwingers 
in and out of Washington for his utterances, and 
General Eisenhower removed him from command of 
his Third Army. Real Americans sided with Patton, 
but they had little influence in Washington at the 
time. 
In recent months, because of the turn of event,? 
In the Far East, there has been growing criticism of 
Eisenhower’s action in permitting Russia to have the 
honor of entering Berlin first, and of Washington’s 
long record of kotowing to the Stalin crowd, which 
started with recognition of the Moscow regime by 
Roosevelt in 1933. 


The Old Army Game 


Harassed taxpayers will applaud the Senate 
"watchdog’’ committee wrhen it deplores the fact that 
the Army has bought butter in the open market at 
the same time that the government was paying stor­ 
age on a butter hoard and losing money on spoilage. 
Actually, however, it is not the Defense Department 
or the Commodity Credit Corporation that is respon­ 
sible for this wanton waste of the taxpayers’ money. 


The blame lies entirely with Congress which, at 
the behest of the administration, passed the laws 
which require the CCC to buy butter when that com­ 
modity falls below the so-called “support price.” And 
the law also provides that the CCC cannot sell the 
butter to the Army or anybody else unless it receives 
five per cent more than the support price in addition 
to reasonable handling charges.

HE B IR TH of a m alform ed 
youngster is a h ard cross to 
bear. T he parents are upset 
em otionally and m ay feel so 
conscience 
stricken 
for 
m onths 
thereafter, 
th a t 
they 
refuse 
to 
m ingle w ith society. M ost of this 
reaction can be avoided by learn ­ 
ing all th a t is knowm about th e 
particular abnorm ality. 
M edical science has m ade rapid 
strides in th e correction of m any 
defects th a t are present a t birth. 
C left palate and harelip provide 
excellent exam ples of w hat can be 
done. T he transform ation created 
by surgical repair of this unsightly 
im perfection is little short of m i­ 
raculous. 
Several 
operations 
are 
needed and th e experience is a l­ 
m ost as trying for th e parents as 
for the child. 
• — • — • 
As soon as the fath er and m other 
are aw are of th e condition of th eir 
in fa n t they are likely to ask th e 
age old questions: “Is it inherited? 
H ave we done som ething to cause 
it? ” H ereidity plays a role in about 
40 per cent of all cases. T his pos­ 
sibility exists only w hen th ere is a 
fam ily history of th e disturbance. 
Otherwise, n ature probably can be 
blam ed; som ething happened prior 
to b irth in th e period in which th e 
upper jaw was form ing. H ie nor­ 
m al process was delayed so th a t 
th e roof of th e m outh and th e 
upper lip failed to close. G erm an 
m easles and other virus infections 
cause related defects of th e eyes, 
ears, and h ea rt and it is possible 
th a t a som ew hat sim ilar infection 
is a factor in harelip and cleft p al­ 
ate. In these cases th e ancestors axe 
not to blam e and the abnorm ality 
cannot be passed along to succeed­ 
ing generations. 
Occasionally we are asked point 
plank by one who has a defect of 
this n atu re w hether or n o t liis 
children will be affected in like 
m anner. If he knows his fam ily 
tree and th ere Is no hereditary 
tendency, th e chances are 
good 
th a t th e flaw will not appear in 
later generations. O n th e other 
hand, if th e fam ily history is not 
clear, th e answ er of necessity, m ust 
be vague. In th e old days m any 
youngsters w ith th is defect failed 
to survive and after they died th e 
p arents kept th e secret. 
• — • — • 
“W hen are you going to oper­ 
ate?” is another question 
asked 
by parents. T his is an individual 
problem but m ost surgeons recom ­ 
m end th a t the lip be repaired in 
th e first few m onths of life, when 
th e in fan t is gaining w eight and 
is in good condition to undergo th e 
procedure. 
T he 
opening 
through 
the h ard and soft palates is left 
alone for m onths or even years, to 
perm it 
growth 
of 
these 
parts. 
M eanwhile, th e child has difficulty 
in nursing because he cannot suck 
and his nourishm ent is expelled 
through the nose and does not 
reach th e stom ach. A device is 
available th a t can be placed over 
th e roof to supply an artificial 
ceiling. T his will perm it food to go 
to its destination. 
The results of surgery often are 
unbelievable. They are rarely ap ­ 
preciated unless we look a t before- 
an d -after pictures. B ut the im ­ 
provem ent in appearance is only 
p art of the job. M any of these 
children m ust be tau g h t to speak; 
and re-alignm ent of th e teeth often 
is necessary. T he psychological as­ 
pects m ast be watched. I t is a p ­ 
p aren t th a t the problem of th e 
cleft palate is complicated and re ­ 
quires the services of m any spe­ 
cialists. To encourage th is team ­ 
work, physicians are starting re ­ 
habilitation 
clinics 
where 
all 
of 
these services are available.

ialists. Hence Ho C hi-m inh’s pro­ 
paganda for a long tim e was point­ 
edly silent about Chinese “libera­ 
tion” of his country. 
Now three things have happened. 
The Ho C hi-m inh propaganda lias 
suddenly begun to stress the glor­ 
ious advantages to Indo-C hina of 
being “liberated” by the Chinese. A 
num ber * of the m ore nationally- 
m inded Ho C hi-m inh followers have 
defected. And o th er non-C om m un- 
ist nationalists w ith influence in 
the m ovem ent are being purged, 
according to recent reports 
All this of course implies that Ho 
C hi-m inh has either agreed or . ub- 
m itted to a plan of Chinese in ­ 
vasion. The date when the Chinese

Encouraging Aggressors 
Despite the fact th a t resistance to 
aggression was ordered by the UN 
in the resolution of Ju n e 26 last, no 
resolution has been adopted by the 
UN 
condem ning 
all 
the 
nations 
which have been aiding the aggres­ 
sors. 
W hat is even m ore depressing is 
th a t m em ber governm ents of the 
UN are encouraging the aggressor 
countries by giving an im pression of 
divided counsels in the UN. Instead 
of presenting a united front against 
th e aggressors, there are various 
countries which behind the scenes 
are violating the spirit of the UN’s 
own resolution by trying to obtain 
adm ission of Red C hina to the Se­ 
curity Council of the UN. 
T he UN forces in K orea are en ­ 
gaged in a life-and-death struggle. 
M ost of the troops are Am erican 
but the faithlessness being shown 
inside the UN is a blow to all the 
UN forces.

This 
m eans, in effect, th a t the UN is 
being bluffed into inaction by fear. 
It m eans th a t the UN. for all prac­ 
tical purposes, is acknowledging its 
inability to enforce tiie peace of 
the world against aggression. 
But is m ilitary force the only 
m eans? Surely the hesitation to ex­ 
tend the war by bom bardm ent of 
M anchurian bases should not tie 
th e tongues of the spokesmen of the 
free world in the UN. T here have 
been tim es in world history when 
courageous 
statesm en 
have 
not 
feared to use m oral force. Plainly 
the continued presence of Russia in 
th e UN affords no advantage to the 
fam ily of nations. 
Likewise, the 
continuance of diplom atic relations 
w ith Moscow itself does n o t reflect 
credit on free governm ents. 
Thus, the Am erican am bassador 
to Russia reported recently th at he 
is a virtual prisoner and cannot 
move about freely in Moscow. If 
th a t’s all the value th a t our com­ 
m unication 
through 
diplom atic 
channels affords today, the sam e 
opportunity 
of 
com m unication 
is 
available through wireless and the 
mails. It would seem th a t to m ain­ 
tain diplom atic relations w ith bar­ 
baric governm ents is to condone 
th eir evil and to make a mockery 
of an organization which uses the 
nam e “united” in its form al title.

N JULY 8, an estim ated 116,- 
000 regular Chinese Com m un­ 
ist troops were stationed in 
M anchuria. By August 8, this 
num ber had been increased to 217 - 
000; by August 30. to 246,000. A lter 
Septem ber 21, Lin Piao’s Army, a r­ 
riving from South China, and w ith 
other contingents, brought the C hi­ 
nese Com m unist troops in M an­ 
churia up to 850,000. 
These dates are im portant be­ 
cause, if you will recall, throughout 
this period the American people 
were led to believe th a t somehow 
we were going to have a deal w ith 
M ao Tze-Tung, th a t B ritish diplo­ 
m acy would help win Mao away 
from Russia, and all th a t was need­ 
ed was to give Soviet C hina a seat 
in the U nited Nations. M eanwhile 
they were building up this huge 
force to fight us. 


What made it easy for the 
Chinese Communists was the 
immobilization of the National­ 
ists, their acceding to President 
Truman’s instruction for Chiang 
Kai-Shek to refrain from any 
military action against Soviet 
China. This assurance made it 
possible for Lin Piao’s army to 
return to Manchuria. Lin Piao’s 
army was reinforced by other 
Chinese Communist troops not 
usually associated with him. 


W hen th e t build-up reached 
10 
corps of three divisions each, nam e­ 
ly the 55th. 57th, 41st, 46th, 38th, 
39th, 40th, 42nd 56th and 45th along 
the Yalu w ith other unidentified 
divisions along the Tum en, the sit­ 
uation became serious.

The U nited Nations forces were 
facing a new force w ith which only 
the highest governm ent levels could 
have contact. W hen these 30 divi­ 
sions and the waves of divisions be­ 
hind them began to move like a 
horde across the Yalu into Korea, 
M acA rthur, a s ,a m ilitary com m an­ 
der, was forced, by his instructions, 
to stand still until they were out 
of M anchuria. He could use no 
weapons a t his disposal to keep 
them on the other side of the Yalu. 
He could only fight them after they 
had crossed from M anchuria into 
Korea. Never had 
a 
com m ander 
faced a more harassing situation. 
From all this the conclusion is 
inevitable th a t the Chinese Com­ 
m unists had not had enough troops 
in M anchuria in Ju n e and July to 
intervene in the K orean situation; 
th a t they were able to build up 
th eir forces because they were a - 
sured by the United States, direct­ 
ly, indirectly or by inference, th at 
N ationalist C hina would rem ain im ­ 
mobilized by the U. S. 7th Fleet and 
by an agreem ent between Chiang 
K ai-Shek and President Trum an. 
Once Soviet C hina was convinced 
th at this would hold, it moved Lin 
Piao’s arm y from South C hina to 
M anchuria, added other units to it. 
thus 
producing 
an 
overwheming 
lorce against G eneral M acArthur. 


Throughout this period, ( hi- 
ang Kai-Shek offered his ser­ 
vices either for participation in 
Korea or for guerrilla warfare. 
This, Washington rejected on 
the ground that it would bring 
Soviet China into the war. Af­ 
ter Soviet China took over the 
war, the United States contin­ 
ued to reject C hung’s services 
although his participation would 
have forced Soviet China to

in 
South 
China, 


It is alm ast impossible to explain 
th is policy by political or historical 
logic. It m akes 110 sense. Yet th a t 
is precisely w hat our policy is and 
has been up to this m oment. 
And th a t is w hat G eneral M ac­ 
A rthur has been up against. As a 
com m ander in the lield, he has not 
been perm itted to avail him self of 
intelligence, of reconnaissance by 
air, of the use of a willing ally 
w'hose nearly a m illion troops are 
ready for action, having been fight­ 
ing Chinese Com m unists since 1927. 


In fact, this story adds up to 
our weakening our own forces 
while strengthening the enrmv 
and doing it all in diplomatic 
maneuvers at the highest levels, 
in direct opposition to General 
Douglas 
Mac Arthur's 
judg­ 
ment on the spot. It would not 
be unwise for a committee of 
the Senate to investigate this 
Korean 
war that 
the people 
may know the facts.

There is a rule in business which could be turned 
to good purpose in Washington’s dealings with foreign 
powers. In any transaction of importance contracting 
parties declare they are ready, willing and able to 
live up to their obligations. 


This is more than a declaration of good intent, 
which is vital, but also an affirmation by those who 
are parties to the transaction that they are not only 
ready and willing, but also able, to carry out its 
specifications. 


Preliminary to an ambitious program to rearm 
Western Europe, it is widely demanded that the 
nations involved should first make a declaration of 
their intentions. There is considerable doubt that they 
ran be fully relied upon to offer stiff resistance to the 
spread of communism. 


Before the United States spends more billions in 
Europe, there should be a guarantee European nations 
are willing to help themselves to the fullest extent 
possible. 


The U. S. can provide armament and droops, but 
unless there is complete cooperation by the spirits of 
determined peoples, all that would come of it would 
be another Korea. Europeans must ha\e the will for 
freedom if they are to escape the menace of 
communism. 


Ruined By Relief 


Canadian Eskimos are reported to be enjoying one 
of the most prosperous winter seasons in recent years. 
From Ottawa comes word that the caribou are on the 
move, and the government relief checks arrive on 
schedule every month. 


Nauook of the North is not the man he used to 
be before the Canadian government put him on relief 
and started giving him up to $8 a month for every 
child under 16 years of age. Those with large families 
are enjoying such prosperity ther6 no longer Is need 
to depend upon their own initiative and effort, as they 
did before relief came. 


Sometimes in years past the caribou, the principal 
source of Eskimo diet, failed to appear and things 
were tough for Nanook. But the caribou are to be 
found in all sections of the country, relief checks are 
coming through, and it looks like a fat winter for 
the Eskimos. 


In many respects the relief program has been 
harmful to these simple people. Many are no longer 
content with such simple food as caribou meat and 
whale blubber, but have shown a taste for the white 
man’s diet. Crime Is on the increase where formerly 
it was practically unknown. Drinking has become a 
serious problem for the authorities. 


Tine sturdy individualist of the North is on his 
way out, and seems destined to become more and more 
dependent on the white man’s dole. 


Fell Into Trap 


Many Allied military leaders were fearful of 
trouble with Russia as long ago as World War II, 
when the Russians refused to permit American mili­ 
tary’ observers to go to the Russian front and interned 
U. S. fliers who landed on Russian soil after bombing 
Japan. Washington at the time was making every 
effort to strengthen the Soviet government economic­ 
ally as well as militarily. 


It is recalled that General Patton, soon after the 
fall of Berlin, in an address to his troops, told the men 
to banish the idea World War II had been a war to 
end war. He told the troops they would be fighting 
Russia within IO years. 


General Patton was taken to task by leftwingers 
in and out of Washington for his utterances, and 
General Eisenhower removed him from command of 
his Third Army. Real Americans sided with Patton, 
but they had little influence In Washington at the 
time. 


In recent months, because of the turn of events 
In the Far East, there has been growing criticism of 
Eisenhower’s action in permitting Russia to have the 
honor of entering Berlin first, and of Washington’s 
long record of kotowing to the Stalin crowd, which 
started with recognition of the Moscow regime by 
Roosevelt in 1933.

The Old Army Game 


Harassed taxpayers will 
applaud the Senate 
"watchdog” committee when it deplores the fact that 
the Army has bought butter in the open market at 
the same time that the government was paying stor­ 
age on a butter hoard and losing money on spoilage. 
Actually, however, it is not the Defense Department 
cr the Commodity Credit Corporation that is respon­ 
sible for this wanton waste of the taxpayers’ money. 


The blame lies entirely with Congress which, at 
the behest of the administration, passed the laws 
which require the CCC to buy butter when that com­ 
modity falls below the so-called “.support price.” And 
the law* also provides that the CCC cannot sell the 
butter to the Army or anybody else unless it receives 
five per cent more than the support price in addition 
to reasonable handling charges. 
The cure for all this foolishness? The very least 
that should be done is to pass a law permitting one 
government agency to sell anything to another govern­ 
ment agency at cost. 
As it is, everybody’s hands are tied except those 
of the taxpayer. He Is privileged to put them in his 
pocket and dig up Hie required money. If ever there 
was an old army game this is it. 


German Attitude 


In Germany the average man approaches the 
subject of the remilitarization of his country with the 
question, “W hat have I got to fight for?” He says 
the Americans, British and French should do the 
fighting. A German magazine poll shows 82.6 per cent 
against compulsory military service. 
There are indications that m ast Frenchm en and 
Britons feel Americans should do the fighting. Prob­ 
ably if they fall under the heel of Russia, they will 
not think this aloofness was .such a good idea. 
Germans frequently express the fallacious thought 
that it is doubtful whether Moscow can stir up the 
Russian people to attack the West if the West takes 
no aggressive action 
It will not be necessary to stir 
up the Russian people. They are slaves, and as such 
will take orders. 


IHE BIRTH of a malformed 
youngster is a hard cross to 
bear. The parents are upset 
emotionally and may feel so 
conscience 
stricken 
for 
months 
thereafter, 
that 
they 
refuse 
to 
mingle with society. Most of this 
reaction can be avoided by learn­ 
ing all that is known about the 
particular abnormality. 
Medical science has made rapid 
strides in the correction of many 
defects that are present at birth. 
Cleft palate and harelip provide 
excellent examples of what can be 
done. The transformation created 
by surgical repair of this unsightly 
imperfection is little short of mi­ 
raculous. 
Several 
operations 
are 
needed and the experience is al­ 
most as trying for the parents as 
for the child. 


As soon as the father and motlier 
are aware of the condition of their 
infant they are likely to ask the 
age old questions: “Is it inherited? 
Have we done something to cause 
it?” Heredity plays a role in about 
40 per cent of all cases. This pos­ 
sibility exists only when there is a 
family history of the disturbance. 
Otherwise, nature probably can be 
blamed; something happened prior 
to birth in the period in which the 
upper jaw was forming. The nor­ 
mal process was delayed so that 
the roof of the mouth and the 
upper lip failed to ".lose. German 
measles and other virus infections 
cause related defects of the eyes, 
ears, and heart and it is possible 
that a somewhat similar infection 
is a factor in harelip and cleft pal­ 
ate. In these cases the ancestors are 
not to blame and the abnormality 
cannot be passed along to succeed­ 
ing generations. 
Occasionally we are asked point 
plank by one who has a defect of 
this nature whether or not his 
children will be affected in like 
manner. If he knows his family 
tree and there is no hereditary 
tendency, the chances are good 
that the flaw will not appear iii 
later generations. On the other 
hand, if the family history Is not 
clear, the answer of necessity, must 
be vague. In the old days many 
youngsters with this defect failed 
to survive and after they died the 
parents kept the secret. 


“When are you going to oper­ 
ate?” is another question asked 
by parents. This Is an individual 
problem but most surgeons recom­ 
mend that the lip be repaired in 
the first few months of life, when 
the infant is gaining weight and 
is in good condition to undergo the 
procedure. The opening through 
the hard and soft palates is left 
alone for months or even years, to 
permit 
growth 
of 
these 
parts. 
Meanwhile, the child has difficulty 
in nursing because he cannot suck 
and his nourishment is expelled 
through the nose and does not 
reach the stomach. A device is 
available that can be placed over 
the roof to supply an artificial 
ceiling. This will permit food to go 
to its destination. 
The results of surgery often are 
unbelievable. They are rarely ap­ 
preciated unless we look at before- 
and-after pictures. But the im­ 
provement in appearance is only 
part of the job. Many of these 
children must be taught to speak; 
and re-alignment of the teeth often 
is necessary. The psychological as­ 
pects must be watched. It is ap­ 
parent that the problem of the 
cleft palate is complicated and re­ 
quires the services of many spe­ 
cialists. To encourage this team­ 
work, physicians are starting re­ 
habilitation clinics wiiere all of 
these services are available.

WASHINGTON—It looks as if 
the “man of letters” in the White 
House is going to make a lot of 
money for the recipients of those 
letters. 
Out in Denver, Dr. Neal Bishop, 
who suggested to Mr. Truman that 
John L. Lewis be appointed am­ 
bassador to Russia, is going to auc­ 
tion off his Trumanesque reply for 
the benefit of the Denver Com­ 
munity Chest. 
Tile reply, which stated that he. 
Truman, would not even appoint 
John 
L. 
as 
dogcatcher, 
should 
bring a large amount of money— 
though 
Bishop 
has 
generously 
given the letter to the Community 
Chest and 
they will make the 
profit. 
Meanwhile, in Washington, Paul 
Hume, the Washington Post music 
critic, has turned down various of­ 
fers for his letter regarding Mar­ 
garet Trumans singing. One offer 
is reputed in five figures. 
If Mr. Hume ever does decide to 
sell this coveted letter, it can make 
him much more dough than he 
realizes, for he will only have to 
pay a capital gains tax of 25 per 
cent on the sale. In other words, 
the Truman letter is not earned 
income, but a special personal gift 
from the President of the United 
States. A gift is not taxable until 
it is sold, and as long as Mr. Hume 
keeps the letter more than six 
months, his tax will be only 25 
per cent. 
If Treasury agents argue about 
this, Mr. Hume can tell them quite 
truthfully that his letter is some­ 
thing which happens only once in 
a lifetime, that it was an un­ 
solicited gift from the President, 
and that if any gift tax is paid it 
should come out of Harry Tru­ 
man’s pocket, not his. 
Other people who got indignant 
letters .from the President can also 
cash in on this nice low-bracket 
tax. In brief, the President has 
been awfully kind to Mr. Hume, to 
Bernie Baruch, to Dr. Bishop, to 
Jimmie Byrnes and others. The 
only one he has slighted is me. Be­ 
cause when he hurled the “servant

He did 
not write a letter. 
Someday, if I can get up nerve 
enough, I am going to ask Mr.

One 
thing

price czars Alan Valentine and 
Mike DiSalle is that they cannot 
impose over-all price controls on 
certain 
farm products until the 
cost of living goes up even more. 
This is becall e the farm bloc in 
Congress inserted a provision in 
the price control bill whereby cer­ 
tain farm prices cannot be con­ 


trolled at a point under parity or 
under the price of last May .and 
June. 
Because of this, the Agriculture 
Department has advised the big 
bakers and millers that they face 
no early price control. Bread will 
have to increase one or two cents a 
loaf to permit price controls, Ralph 
Twigg, the department’s produc­ 
tion and marketing boss, privately 
informed bakers and millers last 
week.

Meat Price Ceilings 
OI the foods that will be con­ 
trolled, beef, lamb and veal top the 
list. All are above parity. Price 
Administrator DiSalle will have a 
meeting with Chicago meat-pack- 
ers and Western cattlemen this 
month and expects to put a price 
pelting on meat in February. It will 
take at least that time for him to 
get organized. 
Next to meat, 
products mast 
likely to be controlled include cot­ 
ton, raisins, rice, flue-cured tobac­ 
co, and possibly cottonseed oil, all 
of which are above parity. Valen­ 
tine and DiSalle are hesitant about 
controlling wool, also above parity, 
for fear of discouraging domestic 
production of this critically short 
war essential. 
Publicly, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has taken an aloof position 
chi farm price ceilings, but pri­ 
vately it has submitted the follow­ 
ing list of farm products for pos­ 
sible control:

Silver Bullets 
A plan to use “silver bullets,” the 
ancient and still most effective 
weapon in China, is being carefully 
studied by U. S. strategists.

A soldier 
with rifle or pistol would get $10 
plus six months food rations.

That’s the pres­ 
ent policy and yet it imposes on our 
forces a handicap the far-reaching 
nature of which the American peo­ 
ple scarcely realize. 
Munitions of war are going from 
Great Britain and other members 
of the United Nations to Red China. 
There is no economic boycott of war 
materials flowing to the aggressor. 
Airplanes built and equipped by 
Russia are being sent into Korea 
to fight against the UN forces. 
Despite the knowledge that Rus­ 
sia is aiding in the military fight 
against the United Nations, there is 
no denunciation by the UN of So­ 
viet Russia's part In killing the 
young men who are fighting under 
the UN flag. 
Despite the fact that Red China is 
engaged in an organized war against 
UN 
forces, 
Great 
Britain 
still 
maintains diplomatic relations with 
Red China and objects to restric­ 
tions on her trade with Communists 
in the Far East. 
Encouraging Aggressors 
Despite the fact that resistance to 
aggression was ordered by the UN 
in the resolution of June 26 last, no 
resolution has been adopted by the 
UN condemning all the nation.\ 
which have been aiding the aggres­ 
sors. 
What is even more depressing is 
that member governments of the 
UN are encouraging the aggressor 
countries by giving an impression of 
divided counsels in the UN. Instead 
of presenting a united front against 
the aggressors, there are various 
countries which behind the scenes 
. are violating the spirit of the UN’s 
own resolution by trying to obtain 
admission of Red China to the Se­ 
curity Council of the UN. 
The UN forces in Korea are en­ 
gaged in a life-and-death struggle. 
Most of the troops are American 
but the faithlessness being shown 
inside the UN is a blow to ail the 
UN forces. Every day that this 
situation continues, public opinion 
in the United States will keep on 
wondering 
whether 
the 
recent 
speech of John Faster Dulles, urg­ 
ing Americans not to forsake their 
allies in Europe, might not better 
have urged certain governments al­ 
lied with us in the UN not to for­ 
sake us.

It means that the UN. for all prac­ 
tical purposes, is acknowledging IU 
inability to enforce the peace of 
the world against aggression. 
But is military force the only 
means? Surely the hesitation lo ex­ 
tend the war by bombardment of 
Manchurian bases should not t.e 
the tongues of the spokesmen of the 
free world in the UN. There have 
been times in world history when 
courageous 
statesmen 
have 
not 
feared to use moral force. Plainly 
the continued presence of Russia in 
the UN affords no advantage to the 
family of nations. 
Likewise, the 
continuance of diplomatic relations 
with Moscow itself does not reflect 
credit on free governments. 
Thus, the American ambassador 
to Russia reported recently that he 
is a virtual prisoner and cannot 
move about freely in Moscow. If 
that’s all the value that our com­ 
munication 
through 
diplomatic 
channels affords today, the same 
opportunity of communication is 
available through wireless and the 
mails. It would seem that to main­ 
tain diplomatic relations w*ith bar­ 
baric governments is to condone 
their evil and to make a mockery 
of an organization which uses the 
name “united” in its formal title.

Propaganda Changed 


Filially and most significantly, 
there has been a recent marked 
change in the propaganda line of 
the Viet Mirth movement of Ho 
Chiminh, the Kremlin’s native in­ 
strument in Indo-China. Until re­ 
cently, Ho Chi-minh’s following was 
in majority more nationalist and 
anti-French than party-line Com­ 
munist.

A 
number * of the more nationally- 
minded Ho Chi-minh followers have 
defected. And other non-Commun- 
ist nationalists with influence in 
the movement are being purged, 
according to recent reports 
All this of course implies that Ho 
Chi-minh has either agreed or . ad­ 
mitted to a plan of Chinese in­ 
vasion. The date when the Chinese

N JULY 8, an estimated 116,- 
000 regular Chinese Commun­ 
ist troops were stationed in 
Manchuria. By August 8, this 
number had been increased to 217,- 
000; by August 30. to 246,000. After 
September 21, Lin Piao’s Army, ar­ 
riving from South China, and with 
other contingents, brought the Chi­ 
nese Communist troops in Man­ 
churia up to 850,000. 
These dates are important be­ 
cause, if you will recall, throughout

$37,641,049 spent 
By Nation's Hunters 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3

The nation’s sportsmen paid $37,- 
641,049 — an all-time high — for 
hunting licenses during the fiscal! 
year ending June 30, 1950. the fish 
and wildlife service said today. 
They also paid a record breaking 
$3,909,468 for federal migratory bird 
hunting stamps required of every 
adult waterfowl hunter. 
The number of hunting licenses 
sold dropped 132,159 below the 1948- 
49 total of 12,758,698 licenses. Be­ 
cause of increased hunting fees in 
many states, however, the revenue 
from licenses was $2,674,362 greater 
than in the previous year. 
Similarly, the sale of duck stamps 
declined to 1,954,734 from the pre­ 
vious year’s all time record of 2,127,- 
598. However,

stamps cost $2 each — double the 
amount charged in previous years. 
The four leading states in hunting 
license sales were Michigan 1,031,035:

Old Will Aired 
In Mineral 
Court Dispute 


KEYSER, W. Va. — The will of 
the late Jacob Miller, Burlington, 
who died in 1931, has been reopened 
in a recent action in Mineral County 
Circuit Court in which the court 
ruled that tile commissioner of ac­ 
counts, then Hal Reynolds, had no 
authority to construe the will. 
Attorney James H. Swadely, Jr., 
filed the suit recently in behalf of 
six grandchildren of Miller. 
The defendant in the present ac­ 
tion, Charles Rinker, who was the 
executor of Miller's estate, filed a 
demurrer In which he contended 
that Reynolds, the commissioner, 
had died 18 years ago and no action 
had been taken in that time. The 
demurrer also stated that the will 
excluded the plaintiffs because their 
mother, Mrs. Leona Rogers, had died 
before the will was made. The court 
overruled the demurrer, holding that 
the will, on its face, shows no inten­ 
tion to disinherit any child or grand­ 
child of the deceased. 
After Miller's death in 1931, Rin­ 
ker, as executor, sold all the prop­ 
erty except what was left to the 
widow and divided the proceed*, 
among the three living children, 
excluding the grandchildren, fol­ 
lowing Reynolds’ ruling. Miller’s will 
had included a statement that, if 
any of the children should precede 
him in death then his or her share

close to a hot stove and talked of 
terror on New Year's Eve. 
In tired voices they recalled how 
waves of shrieking, singing, wild­ 
eyed Chinese celebrated the Occi­ 
dental new year to the accompani­ 
ment of bugles and whistles. 
The told proudly but humbly how 
their men fought and how many of 
them died. 
“We were doing okay until the 
two companies on our flank got 
shoved back,” said Lt. Henry L. 
Oppenborn, Miami, Fla. IJe rubbed 
his hands and continued: 
“We had been fighting with some 
enemy in front of us, but It didn't 
amount to much. Then we got 
ordered to drop back to protect our 
flanks.” 
Oppenborn, in his early Ma, said 
his platoon started down a ridge 
line but ran smack Into several 
hundred Chinese who had slipped 
down the game ridge on its reverse 
side. 
At a range of about 20 feet, he 
related, the enemy shouted some­ 
thing. Apparently they believed the 
American platoon to be friendly. 
“I tossed my four grenades at 
them and they opened up with 
everything,” he said. 
“My men started to drop like 
flies. We returned the fire as best 
we could, but soon it was obvious 
we had to make a run tor it. I gave 
the order, and we took off down a 
gully.” 
Finally, the lieutenant said, they 
reached the bottom of the gully 
and met another group of Ameri­ 
cans. 
Lt. Lester A. Loflen, Mount Airy, 
N. C., nodded his head and com­ 
mented “that was the other outfit 
which had been forced back earlier.1 
Smoking a pipe slowly and de­ 
liberately, Loflen said that at one 
point during the bitter cold night 
he had been sent up to a mortar 
position with reinforcements. 
“I no sooner got there than a 
whole company of Chinks came in 
on us, singing as though they were 
drunk,” he said. “We chopped them 
down, but still they kept running 
straight at us. Pretty soon we had 
to get out. 
“They were all around us,” Loflen 
continued. “One guy stepped out 
about 20 feet from me and blew 
a bugle in my ear. It scared hell out 
of me. I fired five shots at him, 
but I don't know if I got him. 
Things were sure confused. 
Loflen, with shrapnel holes in his 
parka to prove it, said Chinese mor­ 
tar shells fell fast and thick. About 
4 a. rn. he gathered up as many 
as he could, took them to the road 
and walked them back to friendly 
positions, he said.

If it were not for the threat oi 
Chinese invasion of Indo-China, 
the whole Southeast Asiatic picture 
would now be hopeful and Improv­ 
ing. Even in Indo-China Itself, 
there has been an important re­ 
sponse since the French have ai 
last made the concessions to nativa 
nationalism that should have been 
three years ago. But all this hopeful 
process will be halted and reversed 
by the new step in the Kremlin’* 
planned program of 
world 
ag­ 
gression. And after Asia, will come 
Europe, and then, perhaps following 
a pause while the storm gathers 
new force, the tidal wave will engulf 
this hemisphere.

The fall of rock which caused the 
critical injury of one Eckhart miner 
and the serious injury of another 
Tuesday was termed unavoidable 
yesterday following an inspection by 
state and federal mining officials. 
The victims, Tillio “Ted” Spataro, 
33, who suffered fractures of the 
spine and pelvis and a crushed 
spinal cord. and John Hess, 53, who 
suffered a fractured vertebrae, were 
reported improving last night in 
Memorial Hospital. 
Bureau of Mines officials yester­ 
day conducted a detailed inspection 
of the scene of the accident in a 
Consolidated Fuel Company mine 
in Eckhart. 
Frank T. Powers, director of the 
Maryland Bureau of Mines, said the 
examination 
disclosed 
that 
the 
working where the rock fall occurred 
was in excellent order and that 
workmanship In the place was of 
the highest calibre. 
He said it would have been im­ 
possible to have seen the slip be­ 
cause of its feather edge. 
The veteran miners, both describ­ 
ed as “good miners” were struck by 
the rock which was about seven 
inches thick and five to six feet in 
diameter. 
They said there was a prop under 
the piece of rock that fell but that 
the support was swung out when the 
rock fell as the miners were clean­ 
ing up the face of the working after 
a machine cut. 
Hess helped get the rock off hts 
buddy and take him to the outside. 
He later returned to his home, col­ 
lapsed and was taken to the hos­ 
pital where X-rays disclosed he had 
suffered a fractured vertebrae.

“Look at these hands! Do they 
look like a barber’s hands?” 
That’s 
how 
Jacob 
M. 
Myers 
proudly shows the hands that have 
made him a livelihood as a tonsorial 
parlor operator for more than 58 
years and are “still going strong,” 
as he puts it. 
“Jake,” as he is fondly called by 
those who know him best has been 
barbering since he was 19 and has 
operated his present shop at 448 
North Mechanic Street for 38 years. 
Prior to that he owned and op­ 
erated a shop on Valley Street for 
more than 12 years. At present he 
is aided in his small three-chair 
shop by his son, Herman J. Myers. 
The little oldster—he’s only a 
little over five feet tall and weighs 
less than 150 pounds — likes to 
reminisce a bit about times when 
he first began hi* trade compared 
to the present day and age. 
He sometimes wonders how the 
old timers accomplished as much as 
they did when he thinks of the 
tools they used and the difficulties 
they worked under. 
Better Tools Today 
*Now they have electric clippers 
as well as scissors to cut hair,” Jake 
commented, but the older barbers 
had to heat their water in buckets 
which they kept on old wood stoves 
and used only their scissors and 
razor to do the job. "We waste more 
water now than old time barbers 
ever used,” the 76-year-old Negro 
mused. 
With a sly grin, he added “And 
I never yet have found a barber 
who could make hair grow.” 
Today’s barbers are driving their 
trade away, Myers thinks, because 
of their excessive demands on the 
public. The old fellow opens his 
shop as early as 6:30 in the morning 
and closes at 7 o’clock In the eve­ 
ning, taking only a half day off on 
Wednesdays’ 
He remembers how 
he used to stay open until 2 in the 
morning sometimes. 
“I get a little more tired now 
than I used to,” Jake says, “be­ 
cause I put in a long day at my 
age, but I intend to keep at It until 
I have to quit. 
I’m still going 
strong and my hands are still 
holding out.” 
58 Years Of Barbering 
And he again proudly shows his 
knarled, rought, big veined hands, 
with large broken joints on almost 
every finger—hands that look more 
like they have been catching base­ 
balls for 58 years instead of bar­ 
bering—and those hands are as 
steady as a surgeon’s as he per­ 
forms his daily chores of cutting 
hair and shaving customers. 
When he first began barbering 
under the late John Robinson on 
Centre Street he broke in as an 
all around chore boy. “I worked 
at deaning up the shop, cutting 
hair, shining shoes, and other de­ 
tails for 50 cents a week plus tips,” 
he said, “and learned my trade for 
four years before going out on 
my own.” 
Modern barbering schools now 
teach the prospective barber the 
same trade in a year’s time. 
The white-haired oldster recalled 
that he began his barbering before 
he was 21. 
Recalls First Vote 
“I cast my first vote when I was 
21 in the old Court House building. 
That was when Mr Lowndes was 
the first Republican ever elected 
governor 
in 
the 
state.” 
Lloyd 
Lowndes, Republican gubernatorial 
candidate from Allegany County, 
was elected governor of Maryland 
in 1895. "Had to wait until I voted, 
I guess,” 
Myers laughingly 
re­ 
marked. 
Thinking back to the days when 
he was a boy Myers remembered 
he was a pretty mischievous lad 
“about like everyone else in those 
days” but that he had to cut his 
frolicking short and work for a 
living. 
"Then when a boy got caught 
doing something he shouldn’t he 
got a whipping from the old man, 
but now he gets thrown in jail,”

W h a t is even more depressing is 
that member governments of the 
UN are encouraging the aggressor 
countries by giving an impression of 
divided counsels in the UN. Instead 
of presenting a united front against 
the aggressors, there are various 
countries which behind the scenes 
. are violating the spirit of the U N ’s 
own resolution by trying to obtain 
admission of Red China to the Se­ 
curity Council of the UN. 
The U N forces in Korea are en­ 
gaged in a life-and-death struggle.

Bluffed Into Inaction 


The 
usual 
argument 
against 
authorizing UN

bases in M anchuria is that this 
m ight start W orld W a r I I I . This 
means, in effect, that the U N is 
being bluffed into inaction by fear. 
It means that the U N , for all prac­ 
tical purposes, is acknowledging its 
inability to enforce the peace of 
the world against aggression. 
Bu t is m ilitary force the only 
m eans? Surely the hesitation to ex­ 
tend the war by bombardment of 
M anchurian bases should not Le 
the tongues of the spokesmen of the 
free world in the UN. There have 
been times in world history when 
courageous 
statesmen 
have 
not 
feared to use m oral force. P la in ly 
the continued presence of Russia in 
the U N affords no advantage to the 
fam ily of nations. 
Likewise, the 
continuance of diplom atic relations 
w ith Moscow' itself does not reflect 
credit on free governments. 
Thus, the Am erican ambassador 
to Russia reported recently that he 
is a virtual prisoner and cannot 
move about freely in Moscow. If
